The essential 
criterion of merit is the greatest production 
of saleable pig meat suitable for Wiltshire 
bacon in the shortest time. As a standard, 
it is assumed that a good bacon pig should 
weigh 200lb. live weight, or 150lb. dead 
weight when 200 days old. It is also con- 
sidered that there should be an average of 
eirht pigs in the litter at slaughter age. 

The report on the Cambridge work, issued 
last year, showed that twenty-seven pig 
herds were being recorded, that the average 
number of pigs boyn alive per litter was

POULTRY-KEEPING FOR

The Intensive House. 

The intensive system, or that by 
birds are kept entirely enclosed, 1s the only 
satisfactory method where space is strictly 
limited, and the factors which make for its 
success are comfortal4te housing, suitable 
feeding and sufficient exercise. It should be 
remembered that this method is at best but 
a substitute for the natural one whereby 
towls are allowed free range. Nevertheless, 
better results have often been obtained from 
enclosed. flocks than from birds at liberty, 
und there is no reason why, with proper care, 
the former method should not always prove 
at least as successful as the latter 

The first essential is a suitable house, 
which is one combining roosting and scratch- 
Ing accommodation. It must be well lighted, 
facing south or south-east so as to get all the 
sun possible; it should have adequate ven- 
tilation, without draughts, and sufficfent 
floor space for the number of birds kept— 
the minimum being five square feet per bird. 
Everything in the house should be movable, 
so as to facilitate thorough cleaning. A lean- 
to type of house is very convenient where 
space is of primary consideration, and a 
handy man, with correct details, can usually 
be got to erect one against the garden wall. 
Of courge. quite suitable houses may be 
bought [taken 


which 


home in sections, and fitted 


together with very little trouble, but they 
will generaily require more space than the 
lean-to, besides which there 1s the question 
of expense. ‘The choice is mainly a matter 
for the individual, but, whatever the deci- 
sion, the house should be soundly constructed, 
special attention being given to lighting and 
ventilation 


Open-Fronted Houses. 


The open-fronted house is generally em- 
ployed. In a lean-to one half the house could 
be used for ‘roosting, and should be fitted 
with movable windows, which could be taken 
out in very hot weather; the other half might 
have an open front of fine wire netiing, pro- 
vided that it is cut off from the rest of the 
house by a wooden partition. Both parts 
should be boarded up at least two feet from 
the ground, to keep out draughts. In the 
ease of a house with a front elevation of, 
say, 63ft., it is usual to have the lower 
portion to 3ft. 4ins. boarded, and the upper 
fitted with netting, of which 2ft. 4ins. would 
be fitted with movable glass shutters, and 
the remaining 10 inches of netting protected 
by a wooden hood. 

Inside fittings should consist of sufficient 
nest boxes—one for every three hens is the 
usual allowance; a droppings board placed 
about six inches below the perches. which 
should be about 2)ft. from the top of the 
litter. This board should be from 34 to 4ft. 
wide, and is meant to receive the droppings 
from the fowl at night. It is a simple matter 
to scrapa it down each day, and sprinkle 
fresh ashes or sawdust over it; in this way 
the litter remains clean a long time. To 
economise space, the nest boxes could be fixed 
underneath the droppings board; they should 
be at least 12 inches square. The whole in: 
terior should. be white-washed periodically, 
and the wood treated with preservative or 
disinfectant Water and food vessels should 
be scrubbed out every day. 

The roof of the house should be completely 
covered with good roofing felt, which renders 
it waterproof. On-the floor place a deep bed 
of clean, dry litter, such as peat moss, straw, 
chaff, or even bracken or dry leaves—the 
peat moss seems to be the most suitable for 
the city person ;.it-should be zraked.up each 
day, and any soiled or damp parts. removed.

Colonel Gordon (Unionist) said that no one 
would object to proper inspection of meat 
for human consumption, but he objected to 
the number of licences which would be 
required by those killing pigs. They would 
require a licence to ship fresh pork, another 
to ship cured pork or bacon, a third to kill 
pork for home consumption, and have a 
registered slaughter-house; a fourth licence 
to crate pork, and a fifth licence to cure pork 
for consumption at home and not export. 
The bill required too many licences, and 
should be simplified in this respect. A licence 
fee of £10 was too much for a man to pay 
who only killed a few pigs each week. If 
the Ministry asked such a man to put up a 
registered slaughter-house, where was the 
money to come from? Under the bill a large 
number of inspectors would be required, and 
in this respect he thought they had reached 
the limit. He hoped that the bill would be 
nn in Committee and made a bette: 

ill. 

THE PRICE OF PORK. 

Mr. Minford (Unionist) said that at the 
present time pork was 62s. per cwt.. and he 
contended that the public were not getting the 
advantage of these cheap prices. Something 
Should be put in the bill to alter this state 
of affairs. They should also put into the bill 
& clause to prevent pork merchants from 
taking a man’s ma away from the market 
without giving him a docket showing the 
weight and the price he was to get for it, 
Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent 
Unionist) said that it was bhais out- 
rageous that, their time should be taken up 
yesterday discussing apples and to-day discuss- 
ing pigs, when the Minister of Labour was 
actually arranging for a large influx of un- 
employed, owing to the condition of industry. 
Neither of these two bills were vital, and the 
only thing that mattered at present was the 
position of unemployment. . But it. was no 
use opposing any bills in that House. “I 
believe if the Government introduced a bill 
to prevent blue eyes in babies in Northern 
Treland it would be passed in this House.”’ 
(Laughter.) 

Captain Chichesttr-Clark contended that 
nothing was more important than to im- 
prove the conditions under which the food 
of the people was produced The farmers 
were always afraid that something might 
be done that would place an embargo 
on their export of meat. Northern Irelaud 
exported 2{ million pounds of meat per 
annum, and they did not wish that trade 
to be curtailed. He thought that the bill, 
if ambnded in Committee to meet some 
of the objections, could be made a very 
Satisiactory measure. 

Mr. H. K. McAleer said that the bill was 
vexatious as regards its application to small 
farmers 

Mr. J. M. Mark said it would appear 
somewhat harsh if the small man had to 
pay £10 for a licence.. He wouid ask the 
Minister to give a six months’ licence at 
half-fee, as the small man could not afford 
a refrigerating ye for the summer months. 
He supported the bill. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) said that the private 
trade had failed as regards marketing. He 
supported the bill. He referred to the danger 
to the industry from dishonest traders. Re- 
ferring to the attitude of Sir Robert Lynn 
in opposition to the State contro] of the 
apple industry, he said that it was very 
inconsistent with Sir Robert’s attitude to 
education, as he fathered the idea of State 
control of education. ; 

Sir Robert Lynn said that the countriés 
they had to $ compete with in this 
bacon trade were individualistic countries, 
and if they in Northern Ireland 
were going to assist the industry they 
should not increase officialdom. People in 
the industry required greater freedom, and 
this bill would add restrictions instead. 
What they needed most was to keep down 
the hampering annoyances that restricted 
production. 

Mr. J. C. Davison, K.C., suppor:-1 the 
bill, stating that they wanted a reputation 
for their produce. Denmark had captured 
the greater part of the British bacon trade 
under the hampering restrictions of which 
Sir Robert Lynn had spoken. Such restric- 
tions had assisted the Danish industry. 

The second reading of the bill was passed. 

UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 

On. the ‘adjournment, Mr. Beattie asked 
when would the Government state what they 
had done since Parliament last met in 
reference to the unemployment situation in 
Northern Ireland. . 

Lord Craigavon said that if Mr. Beattie 
put down a motion on the matter he would 
see the Chief Whip as to a day for dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Devlin said they had to put forward an 
indictment. of the Government in order to 
extract information. In view of the unusual 
situation, he thought that the Prime Minister 
should make a voluntary statement. 

Lord Craigavon repeated that if a motion 
was put down they could discuss with the 
Chief Whip when it might be taken.

The Rathmines Urban District Council held 
its final meeting yesterday, and the fla 
which has been flown over the Town Hal 
when the Council was in session, and on spe- 
cial occasions, was hauled down. Mrs. Kettle, 
Chairman, presided, and among the matters 
dealt with was the floating of a loan of 
£20,000, which is to be used in the erection 
of new buildings and flats in the Rathmines 
Area. y | 

Having concluded the business on the 
agen. members began to consider what 
should be done with the flag, which was 
adopted by the Council about twelve months 
apo. It is an artistic one, designed by Sir 
Nevile Wilkinson, K.U.V.O., Ulster King of 
Arms, and completed at his offices in Dublin 
Castle. It is divided into four sections. 
Three of these are of equal size, and occupy 
the upper portion. In the squares at either 
end are castles, representing the County and 
City of Dublin, and in the centre square 
there are a tree and cross swords, represent- 
ing Cullenswood. The remaining portion ot 
the flag contains the cross of St. Patrick, 
which represents Harold's Cross, and two 
green bands, drawn diagonally across the 
Space, are representative of all Ireland. The 
arms were granted by Sir Neville to the 
Council. 

Some members feared that when the Council 
was dissolved their flag might be stowed 
away in a place where moths, or even rats. 
would feed on it. Various suggestions were 
made, and in the end the Council adopted 
that of Miss ffrench Mullen, that the flag 
should be handed over to the new Dublin 
Corporation, and should hang on the walls of 
the City Council Chamber. Mr. Barry 
thought that the flag should be 
given to the National Museum, but 
several members pointed out that if it were 
needed for a special occasion, it would be 
difficult to get it out of the Museum. One 
member proposed that the flag should be 
handed to Mrs. Kettle. but she said that 
it should not become the property of any 
individual. The Council in the circumstances 
adopted Miss ffrench Mullen s suggestion and 
decided to hand the flag, with other Council 
property, to the Dublin Corporation. with 
the request that it should be hung on the 
walls of the City Council Chamber.

FINAL MEETING OF THE 
COMMITTEE, 


. + 


The Rathmines Public Libraries Committee 
held its final meeting yesterday, prior to com- 
ing under the new Dublin Corporation. 
Alderman Robert Benson presided. Under 
the new regime this excellent library now 
becomes part of the library service of the city, 
and will in future be available to all citizens 
of the extended area. 

Established as far back as 1886, the Rath- 
mines Library was in a backward condition 
when the present Librarian, Mr. John Roy, 
F.L.A., came to the township in 1911. With 
the co-operation of an enthusiastic committee 
Mr, Roy soon brought the library up to 
modern standard, In 1913 the hbrary, which 
since 1899 had. heen housed at 69 Rathmines 
road, was transferred to the splendid building 
in which it is at present, and which was 
erected through the munificence of the late 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie. 

The first Chairman of the Library Com- 
mittee was Mr. Edward Fottrell, who was 
followed in that capacity by Mr. Thomas 
Edmondson, who was, to a large degree, re- 
sponsible for the erection of new and more 
suitable premises. He was succeeded by Mr. 
Francis McBride, who took an active part in 
the establishment of the Technical Schools at 
Rathmines. During the past ten years Mr. 
Robert Benson, who is the Alderman for the 
Rathmines area on the new Corporation, has 
been Chairman of the Committee. Mr. 
Benson was largely responsible for the estab- 
lishment in 1925 of the Children’s Library. 

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 

In his final report to the Committee, Mr. 

Roy states that, starting in 1911 with 225 


i) borrowers and a stock of 3.000 volumes of 


doubtful value, the library to-day catered for 
a membership of 7,000, and the stock of the 
library had increased ten-fold. He pointed

The Parting of the Ways. 


Yesterday, after a week of preliminary 
discussions, the Imperial Conference came 
face to face with its real problem. The 
British Government, clinging desperately 
to the fetish of free trade, has been 
trying to keep this problem in the back- 
ground. Now it has been pushed to 
the forefront of the Conference, and de- 
cision cannot be delayed much longer. 
Mr. Bennett, the Conservative Premier of 
Canada, has made a definite offer to Great 
Britain and to the other Dominions. He 
is willing to increase Canadian preferences 
in favour of Commonwealth members by 
ten per cent. if they will grant an equiva- 
lent concession to Canada. He wishes to 
sell more Canadian wheat in British 
markets, and- his proposal involves 3 
United Kingdom tariff on foreign supplies. 
Mr. Bennett has made this proposal as a 
basis on which the Conference can work. 
He suggests that it shall be accepted 
immediately in principle, and that, 
having agreed in principle, the Imperial 
Conference shall resume its sittings next 
year in Ottawa, where practical effect can 
be given to the scheme. He will have 
nothing to. do with Empire free trade, 
which he describes as “ neither desirable 
nor possible.” Bluntly Mr. Bennett asks 
the British Government if it will meet the 
Dominions’ wishes by means of a change 
in its fiscal policy, and with equal blunt- 
ness he insists on a definite answer. 

Thus, issue has been joined with com- 
plete frankness, Britain must decide now 
whether she vill abandon her fiscal

Even without the United States’ 
reminder, the Irishman’s thought» have 
begun to turn fiom the prospect of 
emigration, and his change of heart is not 
merely a sign of new faith in his own 
endeavours, but the happiest omen for the 
country’s future. Other post-war States 
have made good by their own exertions 
and by the zeal of their people to labour. 
For countries such as England, that are 
over-populated, emigration is the solution 
of an urgent problem. In Ireland, where 
there is room for all, it is at its best a 
counsel of despair and at its worst an 
evidence of cowardice.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Instead of considering the question 
of disease in a vague way, let us study it in 
a very definite manner, according to the 
facts and conditions existing at present in 
our metropolis. Every infectious disease is 
due solely to an invasion of the host by 
microbes—microscopic or ultra-microscopic— 
and it would be as impossible to develop an 
infectious disease without the presence of the 
responsible microbe as it would be to grow 
beans without having planted beans. Next 
let us consider where these microbes come 
from, and in what manner our public health 
authorities deal with the material conveying 
them.

PREFERENCE FOR EMPIRE 
GOODS. 


Mr. R. B. Bennett, Prime Minister of 
Canada, followed Mr. Thomas. His speech 
contained important and practical pro- 
posals, which he pleaded should be con- 
sidered without any loss of time. ‘‘ The 
policy of the Conservative Party in Canada 
is that of Canada first,” he said. ‘‘ In 
approaching the economic problems of cur 
Empire I stand four square behind that 
policy, and if this Conference is to meet 
these problems and provide an effective 
solution to them it seems to me that my 
attitude towards my own country will be 
| the attitude of you all towards yours. 

‘* We believe that, throngh the broaden- 
| ing of the home markets of Empire States 
to Empire products in preference to the 
products of foreign countries, every unit 
of this Empire will benefit. This does not 
mean, of course, that an attempt 
should be made to exclude’ from 
Empire markets the goods of other 
countries. We must have—all of us— 
markets without the Empire, and to 
make those markets sure and greater we 
must place no insuperable barrier in the 
road of reciprocal world trade. What it 
does mean. however, is that we should 
direct the present flow of trade into more 
permanent Fmpire channels by preferring 
Empire goods to those of other countries. 
This can be done only in one way—by 
creating a preference in favour of Empire 


goods. 
CANADA’S CONCERN. 


“ The primary concern of Canada to-day 


ES 


| is profitably to sell its wheat. We believe 


that we shall be reaching towards a solu- 
tion of that problem if we can establish a 
better market in Great Britain. This 
market we want, and for it we are willing 
to pay by giving in the Canadian market 
a preference for British goods.’’ 

First, said Mr. Bennett, the delegations 
to the Conference had to approve or reject 
the principle of Empire preferences, There 
was no room for compromise and no possi- 
bility of avoiding the issue. 


‘* This is a time for plain speaking,” he 
added, “ and I speak plainly when I say 
that the day is now at hand when the 
peoples of the Empire must decide once 
and for all whether our welfare lies in 
closer economic union, or whether it does 
not. Delay is hazardous. The time for 
action has come. 

“I offer to the mother country and to 
all the other parts of the Empire a prefer- 
ence in the Canadian market in exchange 
for a like preference in theirs, based upon 
the addition of a ten per centum increase 
in prevailing general tariffs, or upon tariffs 
yet to be created. In the universal accept- 
ance of this offer, and in like proposals 
and acceptances by all the other parts of 
the Empire, we attain to the ideal of 
Empire preference. 

“The rate I have mentioned cannot be 
uniformly applied. The basis of the pro- 
posal is the adequate protection to in- 
dustries now existent or yet to be 
established. Because of this we must ensure 
a certain flexibility in the preferential

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INCREASED TRADE WITH 
DOMINIONS. 
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Mr. Pp, McGilligan, Minister for 
External Affairs, Irish Free State, ad- 
dressing the Imperial Conference yester- 
day said: Mr. Chairman, in approaching 
the economic side of the work of this 
Conference there are certain considera- 
tions which I think we would do well to 
bear in mind. Drastic changes in the 
economic structure or fiscal policy of any 
member of the British Commonwealth 
cannot be effected by the mere passing 
of resolutions. New measures of economic 
co-operation, new developments in inter- 
Commonwealth trade, must of necessity 
be based upon the existing economic 
structure. We must appreciate the chief 
elements in that structure before we can 
proceed to build on it. We have for the 
past week been discussing the political 
aspects of inter-Commonwealth relations, 
and have approached those matters from 
various national points of view. We shall 
no doubt approach the economic side. of 
our work from points of view which will 
also indicate a variety of aspirations. 
But the whole proceedings of this. Con- 
ference will lack reality should there 
appear any tendency to adopt an attitude 
on the political side of the inter-Common- 
wealth relations which is not reflected in 
the proposals put forward for discussion 
when the economic side of those relations 
is being examined. To the peoples of the 
States which are members of the Common- 
wealth the most effective test of the 
practical measure of co-operation to which 
we attain will be a test on the economic 
plane. 


“SOMETIMES MORE ADVANCED.” 

‘Tt has been my duty during the past 
week to urge upon meetings of the heads 
of delegations an Irish Free State point 
of view in the political sphere sometimes 
more advanced than that adopted by some 
other delegations. The heads of some 
other delegations have asserted, with 
emphasis, that their relations within the 
Commonwealth involve the closest ties in 
outlook and aspiration. It will create, I 
imagine, some confusion in the mind of 
the ordinary citizen should he discover 
that the intimate character claimed for 
those ties is inadequately reflected in the 


economic sphere. 

“IT am glad to have this opportunity of 
explaining the salient features of the 
economic relations between the Irish Free 
State and Great Britain, as well as other 
members of the Commonwealth, because I 
have reason to believe that those relations 
have not hitherto been properly or fully 
appreciated. The Irish Free State takes 
eighty per cent: of its imports from the 
Commonwealth, and sends ninety-four per 
cent. of its exports to the Commonwealth. 
I do not think it can be shown that any 
other member of the Commonwealth has 
at present such close association in the 
economic sphere with its fellow-members. 


TRADE WITH BRITAIN. 
“ As would be expected from the past 
history of Ireland and from its proximity 
to Great Britain, it is with Great Britain 


that practically all this exchange of com- 


modities takes place. There is no other 
unit in the Commonwealth which imports 
from Great Britain or exports to Great 
jritain so high a percentage of the com- 
modities it requires or the goods it 
produces. In manufactured goods the im- 
ports of the Irish Free State from Great 
Britain are alrmost equal in value to those 
which the Irish Free State produces for 
itself at home. A situation in which a 
country produces little more than half its 
requirements in manufactuted goods and 
imports the other half from a neighbouring 
country 1s obviously not a healthy one, 
and the fiscal autonomy of the Irish Free 
State has naturally been, and will continue 
to be, used to increase the proportion of 
such goods manufactured at home and 
diminish the proportion which has to be 
imported. Yet such a process would have 
to be carried very far, farther than seems 
at present probable, tn the Irish Free State 
before the proportion of the country’s re- 
quirements in manufactured goods that had 
to be imported was reduced to a point 
comparable with the proportion in the 
other Dominions. 


THIRD LARGEST CONSUMER. 


reluctant to acknowledge its dependence 
on the British market, or to recognise that 
the British manufacturer, in many in- 
stances, finds Ireland his best customer. 
In fact, the Irish Free State is, among the 
members of the Commorwealth, the third 
largest consumer of British and Dominion 
goods. It is, among all the nations, the 
fifth largest purchaser in the markets «cf 
the United Kingdom. In the list of 
buyers of many classes of goods exported 
from the United Kingdom the Irish Free 
State stands first among the whole world. 
Included in such goods are motor cars 
and commercial motor vehicles, malt, 
bacon, refined sugar, oil cake, and meal, 
wheat, flour, and offals, cement, women’s 
and girls’ clothing, certain kinds of 


hosiery, and boots and shoes. The full 
list is a Jong and important one. 


A GOOD SUPPLIER. 


“On the other hand, the Irish Free 
State is the largest Commonwealth sup- 
plier to Great Britain of meat, poultrv 
and dairy produce together, and of many 
kinds of fish of common consumption. 
The trade in live cattle between the Irish 
Free State and Great Britain ig the 
largest of its kind, both in quantity and 
value, between any two countries in the 
world. It is reasonable to say that the 
Irish Free State plays, and in view of its 
geographical position must continue to 
play, a supremely important part in the 
supply of food products for the British 
market. 

‘No country can, however, be content 
with a balance between its agricultural 
and industrial production which does not 
afford sufficient scope or outlet for the 
economic energies and abilities of its in- 
habitants. It will be recognised in Great 
Britain that the Irish Free State has 
hitherto been dependent to an abnormal 
extent on external sources for its re- 
quirements in manufactured goods. With- 
out exception, I think the other 
Dominions supply from their own re- 
sources and their own factories a very 
much larger part of their requirements, 
and the Irish Free State will, naturally, 
endeavour to manufacture for itself 
such goods as it can produce with 
economy and efficiency. Consistently 
with that ambition, which must 
not be mistaken for mere political 
vanity, the Irish Free State sincerely 
desires a growing enlargement and develop- 
ment of the trade between it and other 
members of the Commonwealth. 

“The value of the trade with other 
Dominions, notwithstanding the substan- 
tial decline in commodity prices, has in- 
creased during the last five years by over 
a quarter of a million pounds, and I 
believe that this new and most satisfactory 
development has only just begun. The 
value of the trade between the Irish Free 
State and Great Britain in the same 
period has declined in the case both of 
imports and of exports, but this feature 
is common to the trade between Great 
Britain and all the other Dominions. It 
can be attributed largely to the admitted 
general decline in prices. 


THE CLOSEST CHARACTER. 

“ Examined from other points of view, 
the economic relations between the Irish 
Free State and Great Britain are seen to 
be of the closest character. The esti- 
mated amount of the investment of Irish

There is a decided slump in emigration 

from the Irish Free State to the United 
States, in consequence of the widespread 
unemployment in that country. 
_ Realising the seriousness of the 
industrial situation, the United States 
Government has issued a circular letter to 
its Consuls-General and Consuls, the 
effect of which is that only those in- 
tending emigrants who are not likely to 
become a pubilc charge are given visas. 

It is not correct, as has been stated, 
that every emigrant must have at least 
£100 in his possession at the time of his 
embarkation for the United States; it is 
left to the discretion of the Consular 
authorities whether or not applicants 
should be allowed entrance into the 
country. The chief test is whether the 
applicant is assured of regular employ 
ment or maintenance when he gets there. 

CONSUL-GENRAL’S STATEMENT. 

The situation is made clear in the fol 
lowing statement which Mr. Cornelius 
Ferris, United States Consul-General at 
Dublin, made to an Irish. Times repre- 
sentative yesterday :— 

“There has been no change in the 
immigration laws of the United States nor 
in the procedure prescribed for obtaining 
immigration visas from American con- 
sular officers. 

“The attention of American Consuls 
has been called to existing conditions of 
unemployment in the United States, in 
order that they way be guided in their 
application of certain provisions in the 
law to the classes of people who apply 
to them for immigration visas.. Conditions 
of unemployment are so serious in the 
United States that it is inadvisable for 
anyone to apply for a visa to go to that 
country who is dependent upon his own 
exertions or upon friends or relatives in 
the United States who are themselver 
wage-earners. 

‘“ Emigration from Ireland is particu 
larly affected, in that most of the people 
who wish to emigrate to the United States 
from the Free State are young folks who 
have never earned their living and who 
have no money saved up, and who will be 
dependent upon relatives of the wage- 
earning class in the United States. 


FEW APPLICATIONS. 

*‘ Before the present conditions of un- 
employment in the United States were 
taken into consideration, applications for 
visas in the American Consulate-General 
in Dublin and in Cobh had begun to fall 
off very rapidly. This undoubtedly is 
due to the fact that the relatives of would- 
be emigrants in America are not.now en- 
couraging voung people in Ireland to 
emigrate. ‘The low ebb of applications for 
visas is usually reached in December, and 
there is comparatively little emigratiou 
until the spring months. This year, how- 
ever, there were not so many applications 
for visas in August as there were in the 
preceeding December.’ 

It is understood that only about two 
visas a day are issued, as compared with 
fifty or more a year or 80 ago.

They were examining 
now at the Imperial Conference the sub- 
ject of import boards and bulk-purchase. 
A. pledge had been given that as soon as 
the conclusions of the Imperial Conference 
were known the Government would under- 
take whatever practical steps could be 
devised to put cereal-growing in this 
country on an economic foundation, and 
those words were to be interpreted in the 
same spirit as the other pledges, the 
beginning of whose fulfilment he would 
announce.

THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

Proposing ‘‘ Our Guests,” the Prince said 
that the meetings which he had had with 
the delegates recalled to him happy visits 
he had paid to their countries, and revived 
in him hopes of repeating and extending 
those journeys in future. The Empire 
Marketing Board’s injunction was to buy 
first frcm their own country, and next the 
produce of the Empire overseas. 

“I believe that the Board has impressed 
this upon Great Britain, and that-you will 
find yourselves here among an Empire- 
conscious people. The Empire Marketing 
Board have the modesty of their youth, and 
they would be the last to claim having nad 
any outstanding share in the great change 
that has taken place in public opinion, but 
I believe that the Board has helped to bring 
home to the old country what the British 
Commonwealth of Nations is, and what a 
great field it has to work on. 

UNDER A CLOUD. 

“We are met here to-night—and you 
have already realised it since you have been 
here—under difficult times. We specially, 
perhaps more than most countries, are under 
a cloud of world-wide depression and unem- 
ployment, and if our thoughts could not 
move further to-night, we might think things 
were very bad, indeed, but with the 
arrival of all of you from overseas to this 
Imperial Conference we are reminded of the 
very rapid growth and development of the 
great resources of our Dominions. That en- 
courages us here at home enormously. 

‘*‘'There are pessimists in this country, but 
I am confident that the nation at large is 
going to conquer the difficulties and get over 
the bad times we are having.” (Cheers.) 

SALESMANSHIP. 

One of the most important points on which 
the Board was working was that of sales- 
manship. 

“ We in this country,” said the Prince, 
“have been very backward in salesmanship, 
but I believe that every day people are 
realising that efficiency in salesmanship is 
absolutely vital, and that we are setting our 
house in order in that respect. 

“I have the expectation that in the most 
important department of trade and commerce 
we shall reach the very high standard that 
some of our rivals have set us.” 

Mr. Bennett, Prime Minister of Canada, 
said that sometimes he thought that if the 
Marketing Board had a little more steam 
they might be able to achieve a little more.

FELT IN SWITZERLAND AND 
BAVARIA.

MUNICH, Wednesday. 

A slight earthquake shock was felt yoni 
this morning throughout Bavaria, as weil 
as in the adjoining districts of Wurttemberg, 
Baden and the Austrian Tyrol.

FINANCIAL HELP. 


They did. not propose to plant these men 
out and leave them to struggle on by 
themselves. There were some who would 
be able to do better, and they would 
associate with this scheme the provision of 
small holdings equipped with the best 
material and stock they were advised to 
supply. For a time, until they got estab- 
lished, these smallholders would have to 
receive financial help. 

‘‘There will be all sorts of mistakés,” 
he said; “There will be many failufes, 
we know; but if only a small percentage 
make good and are relieved for ever from 
the desolation of unemployment, it will 
have been worth the trouble.’’ . (Cheers. ) 
They proposed to give the same opportunity 
to the small-holders now waiting in other 
districts, and in the special emergency 
schemes the Government would shoulder 
the financial responsibility. 

The Government had already made 
arrangements for introducing a Central 
Council of Agricultural Research. Power 
would be taken to acquire land for large- 
scale experiments by means of a specially 
constituted public corporation. The pro- 
posed commodity-marketing boards would 
have considerable financial and other 
powers to prevent market surpluses, such 
as that which had recently caused large 
quantities of plums to rot on the ground. 
Much criticism was being directed to the 
element of compulsion in the powers of the 
marketing boards. The boards would be 
able to coerce the ‘‘blacklegs.’’ (Laughter. ) 
There was nothing new in that to trade 
unionists, or even to doctors. (Laughter. ) 
There would be the elimination of large 
numbers of brokers who took none of the 
risks of cultivation, and rendered only a 
paper service ; but distributors as a whole 
would welcome arrangements by which 
they would get goods packed and graded, 


and supplied as and when they wanted.

QUESTION OF PROTECTION. 

Mr. E. Marklew, Social Democratic 
Federation, Grimsby, moved a resolution 
urging that the Government should put 
into operation an immediate revision of the 
agricultural system, and that a policy of 
agricultural development. should be insti- 
tuted through the public ownership, 
control and use of all land suitable for 
cultivationss The resolution also suggested

They 
could not do that in those branches of 
agriculture where foreign competition was 
severe. ‘‘ We must,” he said, “ have some 
system whereby foreign countries cannot 
dump their surpluses here, and sell them 
at knock-out prices.

GETTING DOWN TO 
BUSINESS. 


CANADA’S. PROPOSALS. 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article:—-At its general meeting yesterday, 
the first since the inaugural sitting last 
Thursday, the imperial Conference got right 
down to business. After the speeches made 
by the Dominion Premiers—notably by Mr. 
Bennett and by Mr. Scullin—there is no more 
room for. easy generalities. Definite pro- 
posals have now been made, and call for 
definite decisions. Mr. ‘Thomas opened the 
proceedings in a speech which must have 
ween a great disappointment to any who may 
have hoped that the British Government 
would enter the Conference with a policy ol 
their own, and would give a lead to their 
partners in the Empire. He gave a 
admirable summary of the problems belore 
the Conference, but made no contribution 
whatever to their solution. His speech leit 
the impression that, while the British Cabinet 
are fully alive—as, indeed is everyone in the 
country—to the necessity of promoting trade 
and economic co-operation within the 
Empire. they are totally unable to agree upon 
any definite plan for achieving those ends. 
But, si the British Government have no 
policy, and are unable to make up 
their mind, Mr. Bennett, who followed Mr. 
Thomas, made it clear that the Canadian 
Government had come to the Conference with 
a concrete proposition, with which they at 
least expected the Conference to come to 
grips. 

He proposed to the Conference that “we 
of the British Empire, in our joint and several 
interests, do subscribe to the principle of an 
Empire preference, and that we take, without 
delay, the steps necessary to put it into 
effective operation.” None of the other pro- 
jects put forward, ail of which had been care- 
fully considered by the Canadian deiegation, 
pars / be accepted by Canada as alliernatives 
at all likely to achieve the same purpose. He 
outlined the way in which the Canadian 
Government thought that the policy proposed 
should be carried into effect, though that. as 
he pointed out, was a matter which could be 
discussed usefully only: after a’ searching 
analysis by the economists of all the countries 
concerned. But, first of all, the Conference 
must accept or reject the principlo 


PLAIN SPEAKING. 

“This,” he said, “is a time for plain 
speaking, and I speak plainly when I say that 
the day is now at hand when the peoples of the 
Empire must decide, once for all, whether our 
welfare lies in closer economic union, or 
whether it does not.” lí the Conference 
approved the principle, ha further proposed 
that committees should be set to work imme- 
ciately to examine the scheme suggested by 


-the Canadian Government, and to report upon 


it to an adjourned meeting of the Conference 
to be held early next year. 

Yesterday’s speeches have cleared the air, 
adds The Times, and Mr. Bennett's pro- 
posals have put before the British Covern- 
ment, and, indeed, before the British people, 
an issue which, as he says, can no longer be 
evaded or postponed. A concrete proposal has 
been made, and a definite scheme for econo 
mic co-operation put forward to be examined 
by expert committees, and to be accepted 
modified or rejected when all its possible 
effects on every interest affected have heen 
explored by these committees. It puts to the 
test the sincerity of the Government spokes- 
men, including the Prime Minister, who have 
proclaimed the Guvernment’s readiness to 
consider on its merits, and without precon- 
ceived bias, any -proposal put before the 
Conference to promote the co-operative de- 
velopment of Empire prosperity. 


THE COUNTRY AND THE PROPOSALS. 

If the many-sided and impartial investiga- 
tion which Mr. Bennett demands for his 
scheme shows that it is impracticable, or 
would injure more than it would help, and 
that it is incapable of being modified to be 
of mutual benefit, then, of course, it can be 
rejected on its merits and with a clear 
conscience. .To reject out of hand any ex- 
tension of the principle of reciprocal tariff 
reference—an extension. warmly advocated 
á the whole body of Dominion Prime 
Ministers—and to refuse to give the Canadian 


proposals the detailed and unbiassed examina- 


tion requested for them, would clearly be to 
da what Ministers have repeatediy promised 


they would not do—that is, to close the door 


in advance on proposals for the development 
of inter-Empire trade, which did not conform 
to the outworn fiscal theories of some in 
fluential members of the Government. 

If the Cabinet were really to decide to 
make tl*s confession of hypocrisy, it would 
be a suicidal decision. The country will 
insist that the proposals now made by 
Canada shall be thoroughly examined. It is

CANADIAN PREMIER’S 
PROPOSAL.

OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

Mr. Bennett's speech at the Imperial 
Economie Conference to-day outlining a 
general scheme of Imperial preferential tariffs 
is the feature in all the evening paper 
editions, and the speech is printed in full. 
Editorial comment is necessarily limited as 
yet, but the proposals are creating great in- 
terest in Canada. 

The Montreal Star, commenting editor! 
ally to-day, says:—‘ Details of the Bennett 
scheme will, doubtless, develop as they are 
debated and considered, Obviously the pro- 
posed ten per cent. addition to all tariffs, 
by which it is intended to keep out foreign 
goods and admit Empire products, will be 
subject to variations. Mr. Bennett says at 
once that it will not fit all cases, but the idea 
is clear. What he proposes is, first, to protect 
Canadian products in the Canadian market. 
and then, as much as is possible, deflect 
purchases of other products by Canadian 
consumers to British instead of foreign 
markets. If the Conference accepts the 
principle of preferences it will probably go 
as far as is safe on such short notice. 

MUCH THINKING NECESSARY. 

“So vast and intricate a scheme will need 
a lot of thinking cut. Jt can only succeed if 
the details are right, and they will be mani- 
fold. Local knowledge must be invoked. 
Every interest affected should be given ample 
opportunity to state its case. The six months 
recess which Mr. Bennett proposes would 
permit this. Then the Imperial Conference, 
armed with full information, and aided by 
expert connsel, could come to Ottawa, and 
in the capital of the greatest of the overseas 
Dominions—the inventor of the Imperial 
plan—write the economic Magna Charta of 
the Empire. It would be a fiscal declara- 
tion of independence, and the death knell to 
all the chatter of secession, and a new lease 
of life to the British peoples who dwell on 
every Continent and plough a pathway across 
every “sea; 

FORMER PRIME MINISTER'S VIEW. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, former Prime

R IGGER CHURCH died at Beau- 
vais yesterday afternoon from 
the effects of injuries sustained in the 
disaster to R 10]. . 

There are thus only six survivors 
of the fifty-four persons who were on 
board. Three of the survivors are in 
hospital in Beauvais, and three were 
able to come home with the bodies of 
their dead comrades. 

The bodies of the victims will be 
moved from Westminster Mortuary 
to Westminster Hall to-day for the 
lying-in-state. 

A Memorial Service will take place 
at St. Paul's on Friday, and on Satur- 
day the bodies will be taken to Car- 
dington for burial in St. Marys 
Churchyard. 


A SURVIVOR’S STORY. 
EVERY CONFIDENCE IN THE 
AIRSHIP. 


A graphic story of the R 101 disaster 
was given by John Henry Binks, the 
Sheffield survivor, who returned to his 
home yesterday. His wife was at the rail- 
way station to meet him. At his home 
he was interviewed by a Press representa- 
tive while a car was sent to fetch his two 
little boys, who had been staying with a 
relative. ‘The narrowness oi the escape 
Mr. Binks had was revealed during con- 
versation. He explained how he chmbed 
in the dark down the ladder to relieve 
Mr. A. V. Bell, another engineer, in the 
ait engine car. lor that relief he was 
about three minutes late, and there is no 
doubt that those three minut s saved 
Bell’s life. 

In the car the two men had some con- 
versation about the engines, discussing 
some minor trouble they had experienced, 
and it was while they were talking that 
there was a sudden deafening crash. In 
a second afterwards the whole airship 
seemed to explode and burst into flames. 

““ We could see trom end to end of the 
ship, and it was lit up by a fire ext. uding 
throughout her. The flames started in 
our car, and we caught hold of some rags 
to try and put them out and prevent them 
spreading to the petro]. But it secmed 
hopeless, and I said I hoped we would be 
sutiocated before we were burnt. But we 
were saved by the bursting of the service 
water tank above our heads. ‘Tine sent a 
deluge of water uown upon us and put 
out the beginnings of a úire in the ear. 
We crouched in the bottom of the car with 
rags over us, and then made every effort to 
set, out. She tramework was hot and 
crumbling, but we managed to crawl 
through it. We could see that everything 
else seemed to have g8ne. Eventuaily we 
found ourselves on bracken-covered land, 
and we were thankful for that, wondering 
what would have happened if we had been 
over the sea. ' 


THE SUDDEN DIP. 


Mr. Binks further explained that just 


as he was relieving Mr. Bell the ship 


dipped suddenly at an angle of 45 
dexrees. Then there was an order to 
reduce speed. Previously the ship had 
been cruising at about 65 knots. Imme- 
diately afterwards the ship dipped 
acutely again, and the crash followed. 
After crawling clear from the wreckage, 
sustaining burns to his arm as he did so, 
he was taken to hospital, but he and his 
friend insisted on returning to the scene 
¢. the disaster at daybreak. They then 
climbed among the places where the men

EVERY CONFIDENCE. 


“We had every confidence in the 
R 101,” he added—‘‘ more confidence than 
we have had in other ships. She was a 


bit sluggish in getting away, it is true, 
but that was nothing really.’’ 

Mr. Binks would not go into details as 
to what he considered caused the disas- 
ter, but said he had already made a state- 
ment to the authorities. He did say, 
however, that he thought it was due to 
the gale. He did not think a fin had 
gone, as he thought all four were to he 
seen after the crash. He will attend the 
funeral of the victims, but his chief de- 
sire at present is for quietness and rest.

COMMENTS OF 
ROCHE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) : 

Patrick J. McManus, school teacher, Cel- 
bridge, County Kildare, suéd the (General 
Omnibus Company to ‘recovér £75 as compeén- 
sation for personal ‘injuries and damage to 
his motor car, which he sustained, as alleged, 
through the negligence of the servants of the 
company in the driving of one of their ‘buses 
at, Dodsborough, near Lucan, on the night of 
December 20th, 1929 | 

A claim by Michael Murphy, a minor, of 
Celbridge, against the same defendants to 
recover £100 damages for personal injuries 
on similar grounds was heard at the same 
time, as the two cases arose out of the one 
occurrence, the plaintiffs being uncle and 
nephew, who were travelling together from 
Lucan to Celbridge at the time the collision 
took place. 

It appeared from the evidence that on 
the night of December 20th, at 11 o'clock, 
the plaintiffs were in their motor car proceed- 
ing from Lucan to Celbridge, Mr. McManus 
being at the wheel. At the corner. of Dods: 
borough the defendants’ ‘bus, coming from 
the direction of Celbridge, struck the motor 
car. It was stated that the ‘bus was on its 
wrong side. 

A solicitor, whose name was not given, 
said that he was late in consequence of no 
notice having been given in the Court list 
of actions. 

‘ABSOLUTELY INTOLERABLE.’”’ 

The judge said that the ‘absence of 
solicitors at the calling of the cases was 
becoming: absolutely intolerable. On the 
opening day there. were six or eight cases in 
lus list, and as neither solicitor nor counsel 
appeared before him he had to strike out 
every one of these cases. Something similar 
occurred on the next day. He was de- 
termined to stop that attitude in connection 
with the conduct of cases: in his Court. 

The solicitor in question asked: for an 
adjournment of the cases, in order that le 
might have an opportunity of having his 
witnesses in attendance. If that application 
were granted, he would he responsible for 
the costs of the day. He had failed to 
obtain any information at. Green -strect as 
to when the cases would come on. 

The judge, refusing the application, said 
that it was time for this sort of thing to 
end. Remarks upon delays in the Conrt 
were being made outside, and, while he did 
not wish to blame any individual for what 
was occurring, he would put the blame upon 
the system. * “ : 

CASE PROCEEDED WITH. 

The hearing of the case. proceeded, an 
Mr. McManus, In cross-examination, admitted 
that, in connection with the collision, he had 
been summoned by the Guards for neghgent 
driving, and was fined in the Lucan Court 
On appeal to the Circuit Court the conviction 
was reversed. 

For the defence it was submitted that the 
damage or injury. which the plaintiffs. suffered 
was due to Mr, McManus’s negligence in 
driving his car. 

The Judge said that it was regrettable that 
the case should have been heard in the 
absence of witnesses for the defence. The 
list of cases ready for trial, he understood, 
was available, and, in failing to observe this 
case 1» the list, he could only attribute ait 
to the laxity of the clerk from the solicitor’ 
office. In future he would insist upon cases 
being heard in the regular way when they 
appeared in the list... In this case he found 
that there was negligence on the part of the 
defendants’ driver and none on the part of 
Mr. McManus. He gave Mr. McManus a 
decree for £25 and costs, with £7 witnesses’ 
expenses. In the case of Michael Murphy 
he gave a decree for £50 and costs.

COMPENSATION FOR LABOURER. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Patrick Kelly, Kelly’s Court, Biackrock, 
applied under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, 1906, for compensation from J. A 
Svme, Waterside, Chapelizod, building con 
tractor, for the loss of the sight of his right 
eye, In consequence of an accident while he 
was in the employment of the respondent as 
a labourer.
